tain, situated north of Port Arthur 
previous to the assault of the fortress. 
Shantnjkow is situated on tho railroad 
leading" from Port Arthur to Kinchou, 
and is between Ingentzi bay and Vic- 
toria bay, but closer to the forn than 
to the latter. Roughly speaking, Shan- 
taikow is about ten miles from the ac- 
tual fortress of Port Arthur. It is a po- 
sition of great natural Importance com- 
manding a broad plain leading to VYu- 
chiatun, another strong position on a 
hill about four miles from the fortress.

The Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
Company announces that, should cir- 
cumstances warrant it, vessel's that are 
now in the transport service will be 
withdrawn and placed on commercial 
lines. If necessary the U'oet will be 
enlarged. 

Fred. M. Studley, local manager of 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, stated yester- 
day that the action of the southern com- 
panies would probably divert the com- 
merce of a great part of that which lias 
heen going through Portland and San 
Francisco to the Orient, from those 
iplaces to Seattle. He thinks that the 
bulk of Hour, grain and similar pro- 
ducts that have been going through the 
southern ports would, of necessity, bo 
shipped from this port. Other products 
intended for the Orient will also have 
to be shipped through this port, he said, 
unless the producer quits shipping en- 
tirely or charters tramp steamers to 
carry his products from the closed 
ports. 

In view of the loss that would result 
from a suspension of shipping. Mr. 
Studley believes the .producer will either 
employ tramp steamers or ship via Se- 
attle ami the lines from here. He is 
of the opinion that between tho two 
alternatives the producer will clioose the 
latter, thus adding materially to the 
shipping activity of Seattle. He said: 

'Uf we find that this action on the 
part of the companies operating from 
San Francisco and Portland is going 
to turn business to Seattle, we will 
make every provision to handle the in- 
creased trade. At present most of our 
I boats are engaged in the transport ser- 
vice, but if conditions demand it we 
j will withdraw enough of them to handle 
I the commerce between here and the 
j Orient. So far as our company is con- 
cerned, we do not propose to stop hand; 
ling freight for the Orient because of 
the war. If the Pacific Mail, the Occi- 
dental and Oriental and th" Portland 
Asiatic Companies want to stop hand- 
ling supplies to the Far East, we will 
endeavor to take care of all their trade 
that comes this way." 

The Boston Steamship Company, 
which is operating a line of vessels to 
the Orient, sent cablegrams to London 
and Liverpool yesterday, making offers 
for two vessels to add to its licet. This 
move was made immediately upon re- 
ceipt of the information about the ac- 
tion of the southern companies. A re- 
presentative of the company said : 

"If we can get two boats we will add 
them to our il, ei to handle the increased 
commerce that we believe will come 
here as a result of the action of the 
Portland and San Francisco lines. 
Tier is little doubt that there will be 
considerable increase in the shipments 
from here to the Orient, and if it is such 
as to warrant it, wc will increase >ur 
licet still further.

Ynngse pass. These two places are 2i> 
mih's apart, but the two actions were 
fought, ai tho same •time. The Russians 
held strong positions. The thermometer 
registered over LID degrees Fahrenheit 
and. the soldiers suffered cruelly from 
heat and exhaust ion. At Yushulilczu 
the Russians had two divisions of in- 
fantry and some artillery nnd Ithey re- 
sisted die Japanese assaults vigorously. 

Roth, attacks were begun at dawn 
Sunday,. July ."1st.. At Xushulikzu the 



Jupimeso carried the Russian right and 
left wings, but on account of the 
Strength of the main Russian position 
they were unable to press the attack. 
The two armies rested Sunday night 
facing each other. 

At dawn on Monday tho Japanese 
resumed the attack and by noon they 
bad dislodged the enemy and had driven 
him four miles to Liaohaling. 

At Ynngse pass also the Japanese 
were successful. The artillery opened 
on- the enemy and the infantry moved 
forward from Makumeza, The attack 
on this place was made at 1. o'clock on 
Sunday and by nightfall the Japanese 
were in possession of a majority of 
the Russian positions. Although tho 
enemy had resisted with determination 
the Japanese force passed the night in 
battle formation and another assault 
was made on Monday at dawn. By 8 
o'clock Monday morning Yaugse pass 
ami the surrounding heights had been 
captured. 

General Kuroki explains the slowness 
of these actions by saying that the difll- 
feult topography of the battle fields 
made it impossible to secure good ar- 
tillery positions, and that the great heat 
fatigued his troops. 

Tho Russian force at Ynngse pass 
was estimated at two and one-half di- 
visions and four batteries of artillery. 
The enemy retired toward Tanghoyeu. 

General Kuroki reports the capture of 
some field guns, but the number is not 
given. The Japanese casualties are be- 
ing investigated. 
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scriptions have been made on the steam- 
er Manchuria, which is scheduled to 
sail within the next two weeks. The 
America Marti left at 1 o'clock today 
and curried but 1,500 tons of freight and 
seven passengers.. 

As a consequence of the! order 'issued 
by the Pacific Mail Company, it is esti- 
mated that nearly 20,(100, tons of freight 
will be canceled for the three next sail- 
ing steamers, the Coptic, Manchuria 
ami the Doric. 

San Francisco shipments to Japan in 
Juno were valued at S520;032. This was 
an average month.

Those who ship articles recognized as 
contraband of war, or likely to be de- 
clared such, see their rainbow of hope 
in the possibility that Port Arthur will 
fall or the Yladivostock licet meet de- 
struction in the near future. In enso no 
relief comes soon, it is suggested that 
the Pacific Mail and other lines will es- 
tablish a system of taking Japanese con- 
signments and reshipping them from 
Chinese ports. 

Walter Castle, of Castle Bros., said: 
"We hope the steamship companies will 
promptly reconsider their action, as a 
protracted continuation of the present 
ruling will seriously affect our growing 
trade with Japan. Should the Northern 
steamship lines from Seattle, Tucoinn 
and Portland assume the risks, it may 
react seriously to San Francisco's ad- 
vantage." 

Nearly all of the largest exporters 
consider this the henviesl blow the Ori- 
ental trade of San Francisco has ever 
suffered. Senator Perkins is one of th,. 

He 
believes normal conditions will be re- 
sumed in a couple of weeks.

appointment was made subsequently to 
the opening of hostilities, Rumors are 
current in Chinese quarters that General 
Oku captured Haicheng yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

St. Louis, Aug. 2.— It whs learned 
today after the arrival of the "Diamond 
Special" from Chicago that the robbers 
who held up the train twenty miles 
from Chicago last night obtained $1,000 
and a number of watches from the pas- 
sengers. Wm. Toolan, of Lansing, 
Michigan, and Leonard Christmas, of 
Ontario, Canada, who were beaten on 
the head, were able to walk trom the 
train, but Toolan was in a dazed con- 
dition. Among the other passengers who 
were robbed was W. II. Laval!, a Can- 
adian. 

L. V. Combs, conductor of the train 
made this statement. "1 am positive 
that the men who robbed us arc former 
railroad employees. Tin' moil in talk- 
ing to the passengers ami to us used 
the vernacular of railroad men ami un- 
derstood thoroughly the railroad signals. 
The men were very 1 
uer. One man acted with 
lion of an old-timer. I ha 
nt him and am 
him." 

Chicago, Aug. 2.— The officials of the 
Illinois Central Railroad tonight decided 
to increase the reward of $1,000 for tin; 
arrest and conviction of the bandits wiio 
held up the "Diamond Special" last 
night near Matteson, 111., to $4,000, a 
.reward of $1,000 being placed on the 
head of each of the robbers. A circu- 
lar offering this amount of money for 
the capture of the robbers has been pre- 
pared and will be sent broadcast over 
the country in the hope that it will fa- 
cilitate the' capture of the bandits. 

Chicago, Aug. 2. — Highwaymen, all 
.heavily armed, ami two of them wear- 
Jng masks, last night held up the pas- 
sengers on the Illinois Central, Chicago 
and St. Louis express train, known as 
the •'Diamond Special," on the outskirts 
of Chicago as it ueared Matteson, 111. 
The robbers secured all the money and 
valuables carried by the thirty passen- 
gers in the two Pullman sleepers, stop- 
.pcd the train and escaped in the dark- 
jicss. The forward sleeper was entered 
first. The occupants were aroused and, 
with nothing on but their night clothes, 
were inarched back to the Pullman 
■car. Two of the passengers who were 
slow in responding to the commands 
of the robbers were hit on the head 
with a hatchet and one was seriously 
injured. It was impossible, last night 
to obtain the names of the injured pas- 
sengers. When the passengers in the 
two cars had been lined up in the rear 
Pullman two of the robbers stood guard,

ach end of the car, with drawn 
Ivors. The third one, who is sup- 
; cd to have been the leader, ordered 
ir,l'o pnfsungers, who had been com- 
pcl'.eu i'i bring their clothes from the 
iii'.-L car. to throw the garments on the 
lloor of the car. The passengers in the 
ivar car were then commanded to re- 
turn to their berths and put their clothes 
in the same place. Then the leader, 
tvitli the utmost coolness, began to 
search the clothing for valuables. When 
! ..■ !r.:d finished this search he made a 
close examination of the passengers for 
uny money they might nave secreted. 

Wiien the' search had been completed 
all the booty was placed iii Hour sacks 
.and the three robbers joined their com- 
panions who had stood guard in the 
vestibule of the train. Culling the bell, 
the signal to the engineer to stop was 
u'iven, and when the speed of the train 
had slackened sufficiently the robbers, 
after having locked the doors of tin.' 
cars, jumped out ami fled in the dark- 
ness. So systematic was the work of 
tile robbers and with so little confusion 
thai the train crew were unaware of 
what was going on. It was not until 
the engineer, in response to the signal, 
brought his train to a standstill, and, 
seeing nothing of tin' remainder of the 
crew, walked back to the rear of the 
train to ascertain what was the matter, 
that he learned of the robbers. No at- 
tempt was made to rob the mail or ex- 
press cars. The robbers secured more 
than $1,000 in money and valuables. 

1-;. II. Groce, superintendent of tele- 
graphs for the Illinois Central, who was 
one of the men robbed, left the train 
at Kankakee ami notified the Centra] 
railroad detectives in Chicago. The lat- 
ter notified tin 1 Central police ami detec- 
tives were sent out on a train to begin I 
the search for the robbers. Stipt. (Jroce's 
story, as told at Kankakee, was as fid- 
lows : "The men uiiisi have bonrdeil 
tin' train at Harvey, for we were but a j 
tew miles out when they appeared at the 
door of the hist Pullman, and, cursing 
the brakenian and porter, ordered them 
into the smoking compartment. They 
weul through the car and ordered all | 
the men out. At first the men seemed j 
to think the affair a joke ami did not 
hasten. One of the bandits then Bred 
into a berth whose occupant was slower 
than the rest. He came scrambling 
• nit in a hurry and the rest responded 
more readily to the orders after that. 

•'One other passenger, a boy of IS 
years old, was partly awake and the 
shot startled him. lie, too. was slow, I 
and when a bandit told him to get into 
the aisle the robber struck him with a I 
batch.'!. He was cut severely. 

"They drove nil the men to the smok- | 
iitg compartment and there two of them 
searched us while the others stood guard 
in the doors. They took $100 from one 
man and $500 from a man near me. 
I guess those were the largest individual 
a tints they obtained. 

"They searched the women who were 
awake, but did not bother those who 
were in the berths where the curtains 
were drawn. In the second Pullman 
there were only live or six passengers 
and they had an experience like the 
rest of us." 

The train which left Chicago at 
o'clock carried many passengers for the 
St. Louis fair and all remained on the 
train despite their experience.

Arthur Meeker, general manager for 
Armour & Company, said: "The strike 
may be said to be near an end. At the 
rate we are securing new employees it 
will be only a mutter or a short time 
until everything will be in normal con- 
dition. W hen the butcher workmen re- 
pudiated their agreement and renewed 
the strike after signing an agreement 
t>i submit-, all grievances to arbitra- 
tion, we made a special effort to win 
the light and we have been a great deal 
more .successful in our efforts than the 
most sanguine of the employers had 
hoped for. The old employees' places 
have been filled so promptly that very 
few of the strikers will ever he able 
to get back their old places, and those 
who do will go back as individuals." 

This assertion was made after the 
packers had brought in during the day, 
according to their estimates, 1,400 new 
■men, ami another official of Armour 
& Company had said that the packing 
interests are working nearly 8(1 per cent, 
of their usual business. 

The number of new employees arriv- 
ing at the yards bear out the packers' 
statements. The pens at the stockyards 
are tilled with cattle and hogs that 
buyers make no bid for in the market. 
According to commission men and of- 
ficials of the Union Stockyards and 
Transit Company out of the live stock 
that arrived yesterday and today over 
19,000 entile and 10,000 were shipped 
ami sold and stock is accumulating in 
the pens; 1,000 hogs remained unsold 
tonight and the prospects of large re- 
ceipts tomorrow is causing the Jive stock 
handlers to fear a swamping of their 

facilities. According to i imiss'on 

men there are thousands of hold-overs 
in all parts of the yards, and cattle 
in the pens will not be all out of the city 
by Saturday night. Shippers are con- 
stantly forwarding stock to Chicago and 
the indications tonight are that there 
wili be a decided slump in prices of 
live- stock. Strike leaders claim that 
the packers are still badly crippled not- 
withstanding statements to the contrary. 
A considerable number of strike-break- 
ers who arrived in Chicago today were 
dissuaded from going to work by 
pickets. 

it is asserted tonight that out of the 
05,520 union men wdio went on strike 
3,050 have returned to work. These 
desertions; from the unions, added to the 
new employees secured since the strike 
began, it is declared, makes the total 
number of men now at work 15,840. 

On publ'shed statements that the 
union leaders intend protesting to the 
city health department that the housing 
of employees in the packing plants was 
a violation of the city ordinance, an 
inspector from the sanitary bureau in- 
vestigated the plants today, but nothing 
was found that would 'warrant the de- 
partment taking any steps against the 
packers. 

The packers today appealed for police 
protection for two of their distributing 
plants, which were surrounded by union 
pickets who turned back all the retail 
butchers with wagons of supplies of 
meat. Police were despatched to pre- 
vent further interference with the re- 
tailers. The first eviction resulting from 
the stockyards' strike was made today. 
A crowd of strike sympathizers stoned 
two constables who put .Mrs. Mary And- 
erson out of her home on Forty-fourth 
street for non-payment of rent. MrK. 
Anderson's husband, a striker, had left 
Chicago in search of work. The wife> 
was ill in bed when she and her house- 
hold goods were carrie. out by con- 
stables. Sirs. Andcrsoii rras cared for 
by neighbors. A patrol wagon of po- 
lice stopped the stone throwers. Before 
the arrival of the police, however, tin; 
crowd had wrecked the cottage from 
which the woman had been evicted.

They say that the butch- 
ers of Bast St. Louis have consented 
to go to the packing houses for their 
supplies of meat.

Vancouver's Bifj Sensation as 
Reported In the News Adver- 
User Y^terday. 




Formal Charge of Murder 8s Pre- 
ferred Against a Prominent 
Physician. 



1 There was a profound sensation, says 
pCuesdoy'a News-Advertiser, in the 
Police court yesterday morning when 
Dr. Robert Telford was called upon to 
stand up, and the elerk read • out this 
charge; "J>r. Robert Telford, you are 
charged with having murdered Hattle 
Howell on the 25th of July, 1904. Wbat 
have you to say to this charge?" 
' l>r. Telford stood for a moment as if 
stunned, and the uourt was silent in 
breathless expectation, as he faltered 
out the words, "Not guilty." 
' Mr. Stuart Livingston, on behalf of 
the Crown, asked for a remand of one 
day. 

Mr. Joseph Marl In, IC. C, who, with 
Mr. \V. J. Bowser, K. C, has been re- 
tained for the defendant, asked that his 
client might lie allowed on on bail. "I 
understand," he said, "that my learned 
(Client might be allowed out on bail. - 'l 
want to know why bail should aol be 
granted. I might say that the circum- 
stances under which J)r. Telford is de- 
tained are thai, after listening to two 
days' evidence, a coroner's jury came 
to the conclusion that the deceased eaiae 
to her death by reason of an abortion 
procured by Dr. Robert Telford. There 
was not one scintilla of evidence in the 
whole proceedings to justify any crimi- 
nal action. As a lawyer of considerable 
experience, who lias been attorney-gen- 
eral of two provinces, 1 may say that 
a great deal of the evidence that came 
before that jury would . never have been 
considered for ji moment in an ordinary 
court, as it was merely hearsay. The 
only evidence against this man was that 
she died in a private hospital in this 
city." 

, .Mr. Martin contended that at the best 
a charge of manslaughter was all that 
could he averred, and lie quoted author- 
ities to show that under such circum- 
stances bail was quite justifiable. In 
this case the coroner was ready to grant 
bail, hut the attorney-general stepped in 
and said there was no authority to act 
in such a manner in this case. Mr. Mar- 
tin held that the verdict of the /ironer's 
jury referred merely to the death of 
an unborn child, but the present charge 
referred entirely to the death of tne 
feirL 

1 "If Your Worship wil read through 
the evidence brought before the jury 
you will find that there is no evidence 
whatever against thjs man, and I ask 
for reasonable bail. Were it not for 
the monstrous' verdict brought by the 
jury, no one would think of holding 
him." 

i The magistrate said he had nothing 
to do with the verdict of the jury 
There might have been further evidence 
since. The charge read for murder now, 
and that being the case, he did not think 
bail could be given. 

i Mr. Martin continued that the .charge 
was straining a point. It was really 
manslaughter at the worst where a man 
killed without any malicious intent. 

"Surely the evidence is enough," said 
the magistrate, '.'or I lie attorney-general 
would not have authorized the charge. 
At' least I must assume that." 

"I claim that there is no evidence," 
said Mr. Martin, emphatically. "I ask 
my learned friend to turn up the report 
of the coroner's inquest, and point out 
a solitary scintilla. Or I would like 
Your Worship to read it yourself, and 
surely you will see that there is noth- 
ing against this man except this mon- 
strous verdict." 

"It was the verdict of a very repre- 
sentative jury." said the court. 

"Then so much the worse for it to 
bring in such a verdict on such testi- 
mony. 1 know what evidence is, and 
I say that thero is not a particle of evi- 
dence against thin man. But this jury 
even went so fur as to pronounce him 
guilty." 

"Hut the attorney-general is not bound 
by the evidence of the coroner's jury," 
saiil the magistrate. 

Mr. Martin said that if the attorney- 
general had other evidence, surely hp 
would have produced it if he had had 
common sense. 

"Well. 1 am going to presume that he 
had common sense. Anil I must refuse 
this application for bail." 

Mr. Martin sniil that in that case lie 
did aol sec why this rase could nol co 
mi today, instead of subjecting the pris- 
oner in Cm- mosl unfair ilelnv. 

"Mi'. Marti", wiial are you talkina 
about?" said Mr. Livingston, indignant- 



ly, "We are only askinc for a remand 
of one day, and Mr. Bowser come to 
mo a minute ago and asked me if there 
would be a remand for a weejj. Don't 
talk to me about being unfair." 

'.'Yes I do, Your Worship," continued 
Mr. Martin with equal emphasis. "L 
have challenged my learned friend to 
show sonic evidence why bail should not 
lie granted; and he has* failed to do so, 
so that under the circumstances I ob- 
ject to any further delay. Is Your Wor- 
ship going to adjourn the case without 
any reason for , it?" 

"'I shall do so since t!io attorney-gen- 
eral desires it," said I lie magistrate. 
And I shall not allow bail."

WLKMEN AGREE 

TO ORDINANCE 



Wha* San Francisco Dairymen 
Have Decided to Act Up 
To. 



Representatives of the dairying inter- 
ests met yesterday morning with the 
Hospital and Health Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors for the purpose of 
presenting some seventeen amendments 
to the bill submitted by the Board ot 
Health for the regulation of dairies. 

Supervisors Algers and D'Ancona, 
Health Ollicer Kagan and Chief Inspect- 
ing Physician Hassler represented the 
city. Every point at issue was 'ully 
discussed. The amendments finally 
agreed on were as follows: 

.Section 2, relating to ventilation and 
window space, was amended to include 
door space in the measurement of "ten 
square feet in every ten linear feet." 

Section ;i, relating to floors, drainage 
and disposal of manure, the reading is 
changed to: "Where there is no street 
sewer the discharge must lie carried so 
far from the barn and so handled as t<i 
effectually prevent contamination of the 
milk or the atmosphere of the dairy 
* «■*.,>? 

In section 4 it is provided that "un- 
necessary" recesses and angles must be 
avoided in the construction of floor 
space between the stable sections. 

Section 5 was reconstructed to rea-d 
as follows: "Where the Boor of a stable, 
barn or shed in which cows are kepi i»r 
milked is not more than one foot ^iboi-i- 
tbe ground and said Moor is to be re- 
constructed, it shall be made of artifi- 
cial stone, bitumen, asphalt or cement, 
provided that in ease only two sides (if 
such stable, shed or barn rest directly 
upon the ground the floor may he of 
wood. 

Section C, requiring that the walls ami 
floors of milking sheds must be scraped 
and cleaned daily, and besides that 
washed down, was eliminated. 

In section 7, relating to daily cleaning 
of food boxes, the following is omitted: 
" * • * * and where wet fond js 
used, the troughs and cars must Lie 
thoroughly washed." 

Section S. which forbids direct com- 
munication between^jnilk sheds and the 
barns, is amended to permit of convey- 
ing milk from the barn to the milk shed 
or storage room through a pipe. 

Section !) provided that the floors of 
milkhouses must be of cement, artificial 
stone or nsplialtnm, but it was amended 
to read that such floors must be water- 
tight and that when renewed the ma- 
terials nnmed, or bitumen, must be 
used. 

Section 10 was redrafted to read as 
follows: "The walls nf dairy houses, 
deptits, sheds ami burns where milk is 
strained or stored shall be so construct- 
ed as to he tight" and allow of easy ami 
t liorotigli (denning. 

Section II. as changed, dues not re- 
quire a double screen of wire meslt mi 
windows, limns and ventilators of dairy- 
houses and milk sheds. 

Reel ion 2-1 now provides that no row 
shall he milked unless

If every 
practical railway man on the continent, 
which necessarily includes Mr. Hays ;i«i 
the oilier officials of the Grand Trunk, 
knows that it is necessary l<> begin eou- 
struetibu at every available point in or- 
der to completo the road ivithiu the 
time specified, >t is scarcely necessary., 
we should thin!:, Cor the gentlemen re- 
ferred to to come to the Pacific Coast 
to negotiate for a bonus to facilitate 
■construction at this end. And 'Again, 
if that be true, there does not seem 
to have been any reasonable excuse on 
the part of the Federal Government for 
objecting to a clause, such as was pro- 
posed by Senator Macdonald and subse- 
quently given notice ol by Senator 
Tcmpleman, being incorporated in the 
contract. At the worst it would 
only have been making a virtue of what 
is alleged as a necessity and incidentally 
it would have placed the Liberal Gov- 
ernment and their British Columbia 
supporters in a very much more favor- 
able light in this Province. Moreover, 
it would have spared the indignity to 
which Senator Templenian, as a mem- 
ber of the Government, had to submit 
at the dictation of the railway promot- 
ers of withdrawing from the position 
which he must have deeply felt was 
the only one to have saved the Liberal 
administration from detr.it in British 
Columbia. Senator Templeinuu, how- 
ever, moved too late and retreated too 
soon to retrieve himself. lie should 
have taken the position lie did a year 
ago, and when lie did *o on t he war- 
path he should have stuck to his guns 
and died lighting. 

Of course, when it was tirst known 
that it was the intention to build a 
transcontinental railway, which would 
have its terminus in British Columbia, 
the news was received with favor; but 
as a matter of. fact, it was generally 
supposed that construction of the West 
.M-n portion would be begun on the Pa- 
cific side. Last year there was great 
disappointment when it was ascertain- 
ed that no clause to that effect was pro- 
posed to he inserted but then there came 
the absolute assurance from members 
at Ottawa that provision would lie made 
for such construction. We know, too. 
with what result. 

Any person interested in making new 
experiuienUs should endeavor to 
■ raise some enthusiasm in British Co- 
lumbia over the contract in its pres«»t 
form i..- it affects British Columbia.

DUXDONALD'S FAREWELL. 

Taking the reports of the independent
